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(57)Abstract: 

PURPOSE: To prevent sagging and cracks of a metallized layer, by providing 
an inclined surface at the region where the surface intersects with the side 
of a ceramic substrate, so that the inclined surface supports the peripheral 
part of metallized paste applied on the substrate. 

CONSTITUTION: A ceramic substrate 1 has a peripheral inclined surface 4 in 
the region where the periphery of the surface intersects with the periphery 
of the side of the substrate, the inclined surface 4 being inclined downwards 
from the surface to the side of the substrate. The angle of inclination and a 
length of the peripheral inclined surface 4 are determined according to 
certain conditions such as a type of used metallizing paste or the like. The 
surface of the ceramic substrate 1 is covered with a metallized layer 2 of 
tungsten or molybdenum. In order to form the metallized layer 2, metallizing 
paste is applied on the surface of the ceramic substrate 1 in a 
predetermined thickness by means of the printing process. The peripheral 
part of the metallizing paste thus applied flows along the peripheral inclined 
surface 4 provided in the region where the surface of the ceramic substrate 
1 intersects with the side thereof, and is adhered thereon. Thereby, the 
metallizing paste is allowed to be baked desirably and uniformly both in the 
central and peripheral regions. 
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
